REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 8-11, 15-17, and 21-24, all the claims pending in the application, 
stand rejected under 35 U.S. C. §101. The specification is objected to as failing to 
provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. Applicants respectfully 
traverse these rejections based on the following discussion. 

I. The 35 U.S.C. §101 Rejection 

Claims 1-4, 8-11, 15-17, and 21-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101. 
Specifically, the OA asserts that the claims fail to define "useful, concrete, and tangible 
results" (OA, pp. 3-4, item 5). Applicants have amended independent claims 1, 8, 15, 
and 21 to define reporting said algebraic functions to a user. Accordingly, Applicants 
submit that independent claims 1, 8, 15, and 21 and their respective dependent claims 
define "useful, concrete, and tangible results". In view of the foregoing, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw this rejection. 

II. Formal Matters and Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants submit that claims 1-4, 8-11, 15-17, and 21- 
24, all the claims presently pending in the application, are patentably distinct from the 
prior art of record and are in condition for allowance. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to pass the above application to issue at the earliest possible time.
